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Board of Supervisors will resume 
in-person meetings in January, 2022

HUMBOLDT — The county’s Board of 
Supervisors once again struggled with the 
uncertainties of the pandemic era in consid- 
ering whether to resume in-person meet- 
ings but decided to do so in early January. 

At their October 26 meeting, supervi- 
sors supported a return to in-person meet- 
ings while retaining a teleconferencing 
component for public commenters. 

County Clerk Kathy Hayes said the 
equipment needed to combine teleconfer- 
encing with in-person attendance is on or- 
der but recent shipping issues complicate 
its delivery. 


Early January is the goal for imple- 
menting the hybrid approach. 

The county’s most intense COVID-19 
surge is subsiding but County Adminis- 
trative Officer Elishia Hayes said that pre- 
cautionary measures will still be needed if 
meetings resume in January. 

She noted that 41 people were attending 
the virtual meeting and a similar number 
of in-person attendees would be “a crowd 
that will need to be managed in terms of 
social distancing and masking.” 

Although a recent COVID-19 surge is 
subsiding, Hayes told supervisors that the 
county is in the “red tier” federal category,

BLUE LAKE - Last spring, an impasse between canna- 
bis farm operators in Blue Lake and their neighbors was 
apparently solved — the operators of a 10,000 square-foot 
farm would enter the county’s cultivation site relocation 
program, find an alternative site and be able to double the 
farming area. 

But that plan didn’t work out and at its October 26 
meeting, the Board of Supervisors held firm on an origi- 
nal decision to disallow Rocci and Laura Costa to carry out 
cannabis farming at the Blue Lake site. 

Located at the end of Warren Creek Road, the cannabis 
farm site has a long and notorious history. For years, when 
it was under the control of a Costa family relative, it was 
the subject of neighbors’ complaints due to nuisance and 
public safety issues. 

The relocation plan hinged on use of a Honeydew prop- 
erty, which didn’t pan out. Unsuccessful at securing an al- 
ternative site, the Costas were again asking supervisors to 
reverse a Planning Commission decision to deny a canna- 
bis cultivation permit for the Blue Lake site. 

Laura Costa told supervisors that residents of the area 
have made false claims about her and her husband and are 
actually biased against cannabis. 

“Their last resort is to use slander and fear as a weapon 
against us,” she said. “They have admitted that their cam- 
paign to discredit us personally was worth the outcome 
and regardless of the fact that, by their admission, it got

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The possibilities and limitations of Arcata’s entheogenic resolution 


Crry oF ARCATA 

ARCATA — On Wednesday, 
October 6, the Arcata City Coun- 
cil unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion (Resolution 212-17) declaring 
that investigations and arrests for 
planting, cultivating, purchasing, 
transporting, distributing, engag- 
ing in practices with or possessing 
entheogenic plants and fungi or 
plant compounds are not public 
safety priority for the City of Ar- 
cata. 

Entheogenic plants and fungi, 
or natural psychedelics, include 
“magic mushrooms” that contain 
psilocybin, iboga, ayahuasca and 
plants that contain mescaline and 
peyote. Practices with entheogen- 
ic plants and fungi have existed for 
thousands of years and are sacred 
to human cultures and interrela- 
tionships with nature. Traditional 
practices and modern scientific 
and clinical studies have shown 
that the controlled use of these 
substances can be beneficial to the 
health and well-being of individu-

als to address conditions such as 
substance abuse, addiction, re- 
cidivism, trauma, post-traumatic 
stress, chronic depression, severe 
anxiety, end-of-life anxiety, grief, 
cluster headaches and other de- 
bilitating conditions. 

The City of Arcata worked 
closely with Decriminalize Nature 
Humboldt on this resolution, and 
over 300 letters of support from 
the community were received by 
the City Council. Of this resolu- 
tion, lead organizer with Decrimi- 
nalize Nature Humboldt Danielle 
Daniel said, “With decriminaliza- 
tion of entheogens, we hope the 
community will seek out knowl- 
edge on best practices for healing 
and self-betterment. The Hum- 
boldt Psychedelic Society will 
be a growing part of the Arcata 
community to provide education 
and support around entheogens. I 
have experienced the healing po- 
tential entheogens provide first- 
hand, and I aim to support the

Humboldt was a Sept: 25 movie night at the Arcata 
Ball Park. Featured were speakers and the film, Aya- 
huasca: Drink the Jungle: Via DecrIMINALIZE NATURE HUMBOLDT 
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and beyond. Endless gratitude to 
all those involved in decriminaliz- 
ing entheogens in Arcata.” 

While this resolution decrim- 
inalizes natural psychedelics, 
it does not make it legal to use 
or possess them under state or 
federal law. The resolution does 
mean that only limited City re- 
sources will be used to investigate 
or arrest people for using entheo- 


genic plants and fungi. Here are 
some other facts regarding the 
resolution: 

¢ The resolution does not ap- 
ply to synthetic psychedelic drugs 
such as LSD or MDMA. - Com- 
munity members will still face 
penalties when violations of the 
law occur such as a public distur- 
bance, driving while under the in- 
fluence, use in the presence of mi- 


nors, possession or distribution 
of these substances in schools, or 
jeopardizing public safety. 

¢ This resolution does not ap- 
ply on properties owned or leased 
by the California State Universi- 
ty system, including Humboldt 
State University. 

¢ This resolution does not au- 
thorize or enable commercial 
sales or manufacturing of these 
plants and fungi.

The draft ordinance states “These standards 
are intended to create a sense of place by de- 
fining physical relationships between people, 
buildings, and public spaces. This Zone identi- 
fies the uses allowed within the McKinleyville 
Town Center Area and establishes standards 
for the building site and building design.” 

An area behind the McKinleyville Shopping 
Center and some areas south of Hiller Road 
are designated as the core of the Town Center. 

“The Town Center Mixed Use Core or TC- 
CORE Area is envisioned as a mixture of shops, 
workplaces, housing on upper floors, gather- 
ing areas and civic facilities essential to dai- 
ly life where the combination of street design 
and building location create a superior public 
space and sense of place for the McKinleyville 
community,” states the draft ordinance. 

Buildings would be from two- to four-sto- 
ries tall, depending on their location. Intend- 
ed uses for the ground floor would be retail, 
services, artisans’ shops, transient habitation 
(hotels), office and professional and civic us. 

Intended uses for upper stories would be 
residential, service and transient habitation 
(hotels). 

Blocks & facades 

The ordinance also calls for development 
along Hiller Road to be done in blocks, like a 
street grid in a traditional city. Blocks would 
be 310 feet by 250 feet. 

“Blocks shall feature a mid-block alley that 
provides access for service, parking, and pe- 
destrian passage and is at least 20’ in width,” 
the draft ordinance states. 

Another major departure from current 
McKinleyville building standards is that 
building facades in the core area would be 
built adjacent to sidewalks, rather than have 
setbacks. Builders would also have the option 
of creating a forecourt in front of buildings, 
which would be a place where people could 
dine outside or gather. 

The draft plan states “Forecourt building 
frontages along public streets are required to 
provide pedestrian oriented spaces that pro- 
vide opportunities for outdoor dining, the 
temporary display of retail goods or space for 
people to gather. 

“Design criteria for pedestrian-oriented 
space open space: 

* Surfaces shall be either concrete or deco- 
rative pavers. 

¢ Pedestrian-oriented lighting, no more 
than 14 feet in height, shall be provided and 
may be free standing or building-mounted. 

¢ Where the space is not created to provide 
outdoor café-style seating, at least one of the 
following shall be provided: pedestrian ame- 
nities such as a benches, water feature, drink- 


ing fountain, and/or distinctive paving or art- 
work.” 

New buildings would need to be built to 
make them look like a series of small shops. 

The draft ordinance states “Building 
facades on public streets and all other facades 
adjacent to public sidewalks shall include ar- 
ticulation features every 40 feet to create a 
pattern of small storefronts. At least two of the 
following methods shall be employed at inter- 
vals no greater than 40 feet: 

* Use of window and/or entries that achieve 
a pattern of small storefront spaces. 

* Use of weather protection features to re- 
semble small storefronts. For example, for a 
business that occupies 120 feet of frontage, 
use three separate awnings to break down the 
scale of the storefronts. 

¢ Change of roofline 

¢ Placement of building columns or vertical 
piers to provide a small storefront pattern. 

¢ Change in building material or siding 
style. 

* Other methods that meet the intent of the 
standards.” 

Windows 

The ordinance would also dictate the min- 
imum amount of windows new buildings 
would be required to have. 

“Transparent windows and doors are re- 
quired along at least 60 percent of Transpar- 
ency Zone shown in the figure below. Tack-on 
display cases do not qualify as transparent 
areas,” states the ordinance. “For Forecourt 
frontages, the ground-floor side walls are ex- 
empt from transparency requirements, but 
subject to Blank Wall standards...” 

No big blank walls 

Big blank walls on buildings would not be 
allowed. 

“Untreated blank walls more than 10’ in 
length that are adjacent to and visible from a 
street, parking lot, public park, common open 
space, or pedestrian pathway are prohibited,” 
states the ordinance. “Where a blank wall is 
visible from any of the above areas at least two 
of the following blank wall treatments shall be 
installed: 

¢ Display windows; 

¢ Landscape planting beds at least 5 feet 
wide or a raised planter bed at least 16 inches 
high and 3 feet wide in front of the wall with 
planting materials that are sufficient to ob- 
scure or screen at least 75 percent of the wall’s 
surface within three years; 

¢ A vertical trellis in front of the wall with 
climbing vines or plant materials’ or 

¢ Painted mural(s)”

the highest of three levels that indi- 
cates a high level of disease spread. 

It’s a category that carries a recom- 
mendation against large gatherings 
and Hayes said going into the yellow 
tier, the lowest category indicating 
moderate transmission, could be a 
“benchmark that we could potentially 
strive to meet.” 

Last July, supervisors had made a 
decision to resume in-person meetings 
in August. The Delta variant surge was 
ramping up and when local numbers 
of cases, hospitalizations and deaths 
vaulted, the plan was dropped. 

County Health Officer Dr. Ian Hoff- 
man told supervisors that current 
conditions are improving. But he sug- 
gested that it’s too soon to know what 
things will be like in January. 

“We're definitely coming off of the 
worst three months of this entire pan- 
demic for our county,” he said. “We’re 
all hopeful that this is coming to at 
least the end of this chapter but look- 
ing forward I think it would be good to 
try to put some daylight between our- 
selves and any decision.” 

Of six other Northern California 
counties, Mendocino is the only one 
that’s holding meetings exclusively 
through teleconferencing, with the 
others holding meetings in-person 
with teleconferencing. 


During a public comment peri- 
od, several people said the impacts of 
COVID-19 have been overstated and 
urged supervisors to resume in-person 
meetings as soon as possible. 

It was described as a way to restore 
accountability. “I think the public has a 
right to face their elected officials,” said 
Southern Humboldt resident Thomas 
Mulder, who is a member of the coun- 
ty’s Planning Commission. 

Others highlighted the benefits of 
a teleconferencing option and asked 
supervisors to maintain it. Rural area 
residents said teleconferencing allows 
them to voice comments directly with- 
out having to drive a long distance. 

Supervisors grasped for a decision 
but the lack of certainty about when 
teleconferencing will be ready to be 
implemented confounded them. 

After a lot of discussion and a con- 
fused motion-making process, they 
voted to resume in-person meetings in 
early January and implement telecon- 
ferencing as soon the necessary equip- 
ment is available. 

Last week saw confirmation of 164 
new COVID-19 cases. At its peak, the 
recent surge surpassed 500 weekly 
cases. 

New hospitalizations have also ta- 
pered. Three county residents were 
hospitalized last week and there were 
three deaths, of elderly residents. 
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Grow | Denial unanimously upheld 
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out of hand and it went too far, they 
stood by their claims because they 
want to control the ag valley.” 

But during a public comment pe- 
riod, Warren Creek Road residents 
called attention to a petition oppos- 
ing the project that was said to have 
gained 65 signatures. 

Warren Creek Road resident Mi- 
chael Fields said neighbors have con- 
cerns based on the project site’s his- 
tory of mismanagement, not cannabis 
itself. And he questioned why the 
board would be revisiting its original 
decision “in true Kafkaesque fashion.” 

He added that at the supervisors 
meeting last spring, “All kinds of in- 
sinuations were hurled at the people of 
this road” and “it was almost suggest- 


hood ‘we don’t like the Costas meeting’ 
where after our ritual viewing of Reef- 
er Madness, we discuss ways to mess 
with the Costas’ lives — that is ridicu- 
lous, you know it and we know it.” 

Cannabis farmers and consultants 
also commented, with many more 
submitting written comments vouch- 
ing for the Costas’ integrity and com- 
petent farming. 

Blue Lake is in Supervisor Mike 
Wilson’s district and he said that al- 
though the Costas appear to be “fine 
people who do a lot of good things for 
folks,” the site has a history of trouble. 

“The question has been maintain- 
ing a track record of safety and good 
neighbor relations,” he continued.” 

Empathizing that the parcel is still 


under the same ownership, he added, 
“T don’t see why we would change our 
decision today, because the condi- 
tions haven’t changed.” 

Supervisors unanimously voted to 
deny changing the original relocation 
plan. 

Planning staff had recommended 
approval of the change, describing the 
site as “fairly isolated” and the proposed 
outdoor, minimal water use farming 
being “the type of cultivation that the 
county is generally very supportive of.” 

The hearing illustrated the chal- 
lenges of relocating cannabis farms to 
alternative locations. Planning Direc- 
tor John Ford said it’s hard to find re- 
location sites that are affordable and 
not within community areas where 
there’s often “backlash.” 

He said there are now 20 cannabis 
farm relocation program applicants 
that are “waiting to be landed.”

on my mind as 
this fall. Aside 
from the garden’s 
poorer soil qual- 
ity, the “wetland 
pond” in the fields 
below the garden 
dried up completely for 
the first time. To my relief 
and delight October’s early 
showers spurred growth of 
new grass for the various 
species of geese and other 
birds that flock to the sur- 
rounding fields, and today 
the pond has water and 
birds. 

On returning to the gar- 
den this fall, the children 
immediately observed 
that the pond was dry. De- 
pending on their ages they 
have different “academic” 
knowledge of weather and 
climate, however, their eyes 
told them that something 
was amiss. Personally ex- 
perienced and_ observed 
knowledge form the under- 
lying basis of children’s ed- 
ucation. 

It’s never been more 
crucial to provide rich eco- 
logical experiences, answer 
children’s questions, value 
their curiosity and interest, 
and spur them to lifelong 
scientific learning.

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Teen pleads guilty 
in triple murder 


Houmeo tpt County District ATTORNEY’S OFFICE 

HUMBOLDT —- On Oct. 26, 19-year-old 
Mauricio Johnson pled guilty before Judge 
Timothy Canning to three counts of first-de- 
gree murder and admitted three special allega- 
tions for use of a firearm causing death for the 
killings of Nikki Metcalf, Margarett Moon, and 
confidential minor victim Jane Doe, in Febru- 
ary of this year, on the Bear River Band of the 
Rohnerville Rancheria Reservation. 

The prosecution ac- 
cepted the offer made by 
Andrea Sullivan, John- 
son’s attorney, of 150 
years to life in prison. 
The sentence means the 
defendant will have a pa- 
role hearing in 25 years. 

The facts of this case 
support the defendant’s 
plea. On the night of 
Feb. 9, the defendant entered the home of 
the Nikki Metcalf, Margarett Moon, and Jane 
Doe with the permission of several of the mi- 
nors in the home. 

Sometime during the night, after most of 
the occupants were asleep, Nikki discovered 
the defendant and Jane Doe together in Jane 
Doe’s bedroom and began to struggle with the 
defendant. When confronted by Nikki, the de- 
fendant pulled a firearm out of his backpack 
and shot Nikki. The defendant then shot Mar- 
garett and Jane Doe. Nikki and Jane Doe died 
at the scene, and Margarett died shortly after. 

If the case had proceeded to trial and a 
jury found the defendant guilty of the charges 
above and the additional special allegation of 
multiple murders, a judge might have sen- 
tenced the defendant to life in prison without 
the possibility of parole. 

In agreeing to the plea, the Humboldt 
County District Attorney’s Office considered 
several factors, including: 1) the plea satisfies 
the public safety mission of the Office, 2) a tri- 
al would require testimony from young people 
who have suffered a tragedy, 3) the wishes of 
family members of the victims, 4) the reten- 
tion of hope for the positive transformation 
of a person 18 years of age at the time of their 
crime, and 5) likely changes to California law. 

To clarify two points: Attorneys and victim 
advocates from the District Attorney’s Office 
spoke with many members of the victims’ fam- 
ilies, friends, and additional members of the 
community. Understandably, given the terrible 
harm done by the defendant, the people most af- 
fected by the murders expressed differing views 
on whether to accept the plea or proceed to trial. 

On the point about California law, youthful 
offenders all currently receive a parole hearing 
in their 25th year of incarceration, unless they 
are serving life without the possibility of pa- 
role. California legislators are seeking to mod- 
ify the parole eligibility of youthful offenders, 
so that all would be entitled to a parole hearing 
regardless of their original sentence. 

The defendant’s agreed upon sentence would 
be the maximum sentence he could receive if 
the law under consideration takes effect. 

Finally, citizens should recognize the dif- 
ficulty of receiving parole for people guilty of 
first-degree murder.

Renewable energy 
pioneer wins lifetime 
achievement award

HUMBOLDT STATE — Peter Lehman, founding di- 
rector of Humboldt State University’s Schatz Energy Re- 
search Center and a professor emeritus of Environmen- 
tal Resources Engineering at HSU, will receive this year’s 
Lifetime Achievement Award from the California Energy 
Commission’s Clean Energy Hall of Fame. 

This award recognizes longtime leaders in clean energy 
who have had a significant positive impact on the State of 
California and environmental justice communities. 

"I'm honored and proud to receive this lifetime achieve- 
ment award,” says Lehman. “A teacher's best reward is 
seeing their students succeed and this award is built on the 
success of many of my students over the years. Some have 
become my colleagues at the Schatz Center and I couldn't 
have accomplished what I have without them." 

Since 1989, Lehman has been at the forefront of ground- 
breaking research, from hydrogen fuel cells to renewable 
microgrid development. Most recently, he served as the 
lead faculty researcher for the Redwood Coast Airport 
Microgrid at Humboldt County’s regional airport. When 
launched this Fall, the microgrid will be the first 100% re- 
newable, multi-customer microgrid in California. Lehman 
and Schatz Center colleagues also led the development of 
a cutting-edge microgrid for Blue Lake Rancheria, which 
provides renewable electricity, lowers the Rancheria’s en- 
ergy costs, and supports clean energy jobs. 

“Peter's life's work has been promoting clean and re- 
newable energy, and he has done this with passion and fo- 
cus. Over the years he has been a leader, mentor, and col- 
league to me and so many others. This award is very well 
deserved,” says Schatz Center Director Arne Jacobson. 

In 1979, Lehman came to HSU to develop the energy re- 
sources program within the Environmental Resources En- 
gineering major. Together with colleague Bob Gearheart, 
he founded the International Development Technology 
graduate program, which has since evolved into the En- 
ergy, Technology & Policy program. He also worked with 
a group of students to found the Campus Center for Ap- 
propriate Technology — an innovative eco-demonstration 
house led by students — and served as its faculty advisor 
for the first 22 years. 

The Clean Energy Hall of Fame award ceremony will 
be held virtually on December 10 at 2 p.m. The awards in- 
clude the Lifetime Achievement award, four Clean Energy 
Champion awards, and the Youth Game-Changer award.

Humboldt State University’s Schatz Energy Research 
Center in Arcata, California develops clean and renew- 
able energy technologies for implementation worldwide. 
Current projects and expertise include microgrid design, 
off-grid energy access, offshore wind feasibility, bioenergy 
assessment, and clean transportation.

Crisis Intervention Team aims to improve response 
for people experiencing mental health crises 


Humsotpt DHHS 

HUMBOLDT - Forty law enforce- 
ment officers and mental health ser- 
vice providers from agencies across 
the county participated in a four- 
day Crisis Intervention Team (CIT) 
training to learn strategies to better 
respond to people experiencing men- 
tal health crises. 

The Humboldt County Depart- 
ment of Health & Human Services 
(DHHS) has been collaborating with 
law enforcement agencies and oth- 
er community organizations to hold 
the state-certified CIT trainings since 
2007. 

Due to COVID-19, this is the first 
training of its kind to be held locally 
since October 2019. 

CIT gives law enforcement officers 
and administrators tools to use in the 
field to identify major mental health 
disorders and support individuals in 
crisis. 

These tools can help de-escalate a 


crisis and divert those suffering from 
mental health challenges away from 
the criminal justice system and into 
treatment. 

Law enforcement professionals, 
service providers and nationally rec- 
ognized experts led this week’s train- 
ing where participants learned tips 
on how to recognize when a person is 
experiencing a mental health crisis, 
what specific mental health disorders 
look like and how they may influence 
an interaction between an officer and 
someone in crisis. 

Participants were also taught 
techniques that can keep officers 
and subjects safe during an encoun- 
ter and took a virtual tour of local 
mental health programs to increase 
awareness of available resources. 

Kelly Johnson, a senior program 
manager for DHHS’s Behavioral 
Health Branch, said, “In light of ev- 
erything that is going on with police 
reform, CIT is more crucial than ever. 


Locally, during the pandemic DHHS 
Behavioral Health has seen an in- 
crease in requests from law enforce- 
ment for co-response of behavioral 
health professionals to assist with 
mental health crisis calls. Collabora- 
tion between Behavioral Health and 
law enforcement is essential to meet- 
ing the needs of our community.” 

The Humboldt County Chapter 
of the National Alliance on Mental 
Illness (NAMI), Arcata and Eureka 
Police departments, the Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office, the Public 
Defender’s Office, the District Attor- 
ney’s Office, Humboldt State Univer- 
sity and DHHS collaborated to offer 
this year’s CIT training. 

Following this training, more 
than 500 people have completed the 
course locally, including represen- 
tatives from law enforcement agen- 
cies, law offices, parks systems, am- 
bulance services, DHHS, tribes and 
medical facilities.

additional lighthouses in Humboldt 
County, starting with Cape Mendoci- 
no (established 1868), Trinidad Head 
(established 1871), Table Bluff (estab- 
lished 1892), and Punta Gorda (es- 
tablished 1911). These were not just 
lighthouses but also lighthouse sta- 
tions, equipped with a Fresnel lens, 
fog signal building, lighthouse keeper 
dwellings, support structures such as 
barns, and most importantly, a light- 
house keeper and assistants.” 

The author continues, “Lighthouse 
keeping was not only a vocation but 
also a lifestyle and one that required 
appointment. It was restricted to per- 
sons between the ages of 18 and 50 
who could read, write, and keep ac- 
counts. They were required to perform 
manual labor, pull and sail a boat, do 
minor repairs, and keep structures 
painted, whitewashed, and in work- 
ing order. Most lighthouse keepers 


advancing technology, lights became 
automated and keeping them became 
obsolete.” 

There is so much more to learn 
in Julie Clark’s 127 page book, full 
of rare photographs and documents.

CRACKERS Redwood Region Audubon 
Society invites you to an online presen- 
tation on Friday, Nov 12 at 7 p.m., titled 
“Clark’s Nutcrackers and Whitebark Pine: 
Pivotal Players in our Western Mountains” 
with Taza Schaming. Whitebark pine and 
Clark’s nutcrackers have a fascinating rela- 
tionship: the trees provide rich, fatty seeds 
(with more calories per pound than choco- 
late), and the birds “plant” the trees’ seeds. 
A single bird may hide up to 98,000 seeds 
in a year. These food caches help the birds 
get through the winter, and the leftovers 
grow into new trees. Whitebark pine is 
rapidly disappearing, largely due to moun- 
tain pine beetles and invasive blister rust. 
This problem is more urgent than it first 
seems because these high altitude pines 
and nutcrackers play critical roles in for- 
est regeneration and ecosystem function. 
The whitebark pine provides high-energy 
seeds for many animal species, including 
grizzly bear, and they retain snow (and 
thus drinking water) on the upper slopes 
of the western mountains. The Clark’s nut- 
cracker disperses seed for at least ten other 
conifer species. Taza Schaming has been 
investigating the impact of the decline of 
whitebark pine on Clark’s nutcrackers, 
studying the stability and resilience of the 
Clark’s nutcracker-whitebark pine mutu- 
alism, to help ensure persistence of these 
species and the nutcracker’s seed disper- 
sal function.
